At  the  age  of  twenty  he  commenced 
the  study  of  Latin,  and  in  six  months  completed  his  2yf'ejjara- 
tion  to  enter  the  sophomore  class  in  Brown  University,  Rhode 
Island,  where  he  was  graduated  with  the  highest  honors  in 
1819.  In  1821  he  entered  the  law  school  at  Litchfield,  and 
in  1823  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  In  1833  he  was  elected  to 
the  State  Senate.  To  his  enlightened  i}hilanthro])y  was  due 
the  establishment  of  the  State  Lunatic  Hospital  at  Worcester, 
In  1837  he  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Board 
of  Education.  By  his  diligence,  enthusiasm,  and  indomitable 
energy  he  effected  a  thorough  reform  in  the  educational  system 
of  the  State.
